The Schedule 

lowa State's schedule features 31 
games again this season. The slate 
features 18 home games, including 
nine non-conference contests. 


The slate includes at least 12 games 
against 2023 NCAA Tournament 
qualifiers. 


Home Sweet Hilton 

One of the nation's toughest 
venues, lowa State will play 18 
games in Hilton Coliseum. Entering 
its 53rd year of play, lowa State owns 
a .742 winning percentage with 595 
wins at Hilton. 


lowa Corn Cy-Hawk Series 
The Cyclones and Hawkeyes meet 
for the 77th time in series history. 


The Cyclones have won eight of the 
last 14 meetings, including a 73-53 
victory the last time the two teams 
met at Hilton Coliseum in 2021. 


ESPN Events Invitational 

lowa State will head to Orlando at 
Thanksgiving for the ESPN Events 
Invitational, which will be held Nov. 
23-24 and 26. 


ISU will face VCU in the opening 
round, an NCAA Tournament team 
a year ago. In the second game, 
ISU will face either Boise State or 
Virginia Tech, with the Broncos 
having advanced to last year's 
NCAA Tournament. In the final 
game, ISU would face Penn State, 
Texas A&M, Florida Atlantic or 
Butler. Florida Atlantic reached the 
Final Four last year, while Penn State 
and Texas A&M advanced to the 
second and first rounds of the NCAA 
Tournament, respectively. 


Big 12 Breakdown 

Round robin scheduling is no 
more. Teams will play five Big 12 
Opponents twice, then play the 
other eight conference opponents 
once, for a total of 18 Conference 
games. It marks the 13th-straight 
year the Big 12 plays 18 league 
games. 


Up For A Challenge 

lowa State will play in just one 
conference challenge this season, 
facing DePaul in the BIG EAST/Big 
12 Battle. ISU is 3-0 in this challenge 
after beating St. John's, 71-60, 

last season. lowa State also owns 
wins over Creighton (2021 - 64-58) 
and Seton Hall (2019 - 76-66). The 
Cyclones were scheduled to play 
DePaul in the 2020 Battle, but the 
game was canceled minutes before 
tipoff due to Covid-19. 


Phillips 66 Big 12 Championship 
For the 15th-consecutive season 
the Phillips 66 Big 12 Championship 
returns to T-Mobile Center in Kansas 
City, Missouri. 


lowa State is 13-6 in the last 
nine seasons at the league 
championship, having won the title 
in 2014, 2015, 2017 and 2019. 


Last year, the Cyclones defeated No. 
10 Baylor, 78-72, in the quarterfinals 
before dropping a 71-58 game to 
No. 3 Kansas in the semifinals.

jowa State has 15 players on its roster this season, including nine 
newcomers. The Cyclones have just two walk-ons on the roster. 


Tamin Lipsey is the only returning full-time starter, having started all 
33 games last year. Tre King started five games last year, while Robert 
Jones started four games. 


The Cyclones added three players from the transfer portal this 
season, marking a total of seven transfers on the roster. Curtis Jones 
(Buffalo) and Keshon Gilbert (UNLV) both come to lowa State with 
two years of eligibility, while Jackson Paveletzke (Wofford) will have 
three years of eligibility at lowa State. 


» lowa State has six true freshmen on its roster, the most since the 
2018-19 roster also included six. The Cyclone recruiting class ranked 
No. 7 in the country by 247Sports, the highest ranked class in school 
history and the best in the Big 12. The class includes three players 
ranked in the nation's top 100, while all five signed players rank 

in the top 200. Omaha Biliew was ranked No. 13 in the class and 

is the highest ranked recruit in school history by 247Sports. Milan 
Momcilovic is the third-highest ranked recruit in school history, while 
the four-star recruit was ranked No. 37 nationally. JT Rock was an early 
enrollee and found himself as the No. 100 recruit when moved into 
the class of 2023. Kayden Fish (No. 163) and Jelani Hamilton (No. 195) 
were both in the top 200 in the class.

2023-24 Season 

The 2023-24 season marks the 117th 
edition of lowa State men’s basketball 
and the third with head coach TJ. 
Otzelberger leading the program. The 
Cyclones enter the season with an all- 
time record of 1,431-1,391. 


What's Back 

lowa State returns six letterwinners from 
last year's squad, but just one full-time 
starter in Tamin Lipsey. Tre King (5) and 
Robert Jones (4) also started games last 
season for the Cyclones. 


The Cyclones will look to replace their 
top four scorers from last season, with 
Lipsey's 7.3 points per game the top 
returning point total from last season. 
Along with his 7.3 points, Lipsey 
averaged 4.4 assists, 4.0 rebounds, 2.2 
steals and 2.45 turnovers per game. He 
was one of two players in the country 
last year to average those numbers, 
while just the ninth in the last 10 years 
to do so at the NCAA Division | level. A 
unanimous Big 12 All-Freshman Team 
selection, Lipsey was a finalist for the 
Kyle Macy Award, given to the nation's 
top freshman. Lipsey tallied 73 steals last 
year, the most by a Cyclone freshman 
and the third-most ever in school history. 


King averaged 6.1 points per game in 
the 23 contests that he appeared in. 
Due to NCAA transfer rules, King did not 
become eligible until second semester 
on Dec. 18. His 1,113 career points are 
the most by an active Cyclone. 


2023-24 PRESEASON NOTEBOOK 


Jones started the season's final four 
games for the Cyclones, while appearing 
in all 33 games. He is one of three 
Cyclones returning that averaged over 
five points a game last year. Jones scored 
in double figures nine times last year, 
with the Cyclones going 7-2 in those 
games. 


Hason Ward appeared in 23 games off 
the bench last season, tallying 2.8 points 
per game. He also blocked 10 shots and 
had 14 steals. Ward looks to have an 
increased role with the Cyclones this 
season. 


Demarion Watson played in 29 games 
off the bench a year ago, averaging 
2.6 rebounds per game. In the Big 12 
Tournament Quarterfinals against No. 10 
Baylor, Watson blocked three shots and 
grabbed four rebounds. 


Rounding out the returners is the C.E.O., 
Conrad Hawley. Seeing action in nine 
games last season, Hawley continues to 
keep team morale high in his role as the 
Chief Energy Officer. 


New Faces 

Three transfers and six freshmen from 
the highest ranked recruiting class in 
school history will be among the 15- 
man roster for the Cyclones when they 
take the court at Hilton Coliseum on 
November 6. 


lowa State's recruiting class of Omaha 
Biliew, Milan Momcilovic, JT Rock, 
Kayden Fish and Jelani Hamilton ranked 


No. 7 nationally by 247Sports, while 
the transfer class this summer ranked 
38th in the nation by 247Sports. Cade 
Kelderman joined the team as a walk-on 
to round out the freshman class. 


Biliew and Momcilovic enter the season 
as consensus top 50 recruits nationally, 
with Biliew being ranked No. 11 by ESPN 
and Rivals, while Momcilovic was No. 34 
by 247 Sports. 


Rock, originally a member of the 2024 
recruiting class, re-classified to the class 
of 2023. He was ranked No. 68 in the 
2024 rankings by ESPN and comes in at 
No. 100 by 247 in the final rankings for 
the class of 2023. 


All five members of the class of 2023 
were ranked in the top 200 of the recruit 
rankings, with Kayden Fish (No. 163) and 
Jelani Hamilton (No. 195) rounding out 
the class. 


The Cyclones added three transfers in 
Curtis Jones (Buffalo), Jackson Paveletzke 
(Wofford) and Keshon Gilbert (UNLV). 


In his second season at Buffalo, Jones 
earned All-MAC Third Team honors. He'll 
have two years of eligibility left in Ames. 


Paveletzke was named the 2023 SoCON 
Freshman of the Year. The sophomore 
will have three seasons to play in Ames. 


Gilbert will also have two years of 
eligibility in Ames. Gilbert committed 
to Otzelberger when he was the head 
coach at UNLV.

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HEAD COACH T.J. OTZELBERGER

TJ. Otzelberger (OTTS-ull-burger), who has crisscrossed 
the nation recruiting all-star talent and building 
championship-level programs, is in his third season as 
head coach of the lowa State men’s basketball program. 
In seven seasons as a head coach, Otzelberger has led 
his teams to four NCAA Tournament appearances and 
five postseason berths overall. 


Otzelberger returned “home” as the 21st head men’s 
basketball coach in lowa State history on March 18, 2021 
and immediately began to shape the program with daily 
habits that allowed the Cyclones to pull off one of the 
greatest turnarounds in college basketball history. 


In just two years at the helm, Otzelberger has led the 
Cyclones to a 41-27 record and two trips to the NCAA 
Tournament. Otzelberger became just the third coach in 
program history to take a team to the NCAA Tournament 
in each of his first two years at the helm. The Cyclones 
went 24-5 against non-conference opponents in 
Otzelberger’s first two seasons, one of 10 schools in the 
nation with 24 or more wins against non-conference 
teams. 


The 2022-23 Cyclones finished 19-14 on the year and 
9-9 in the Big 12. lowa State advanced to the NCAA 
Tournament and the Big 12 Championship Semifinals, 
while also playing in the championship game of the 
Phil Knight Invitational in November. lowa State opened 
the year with a 13-2 record, with the only losses coming 
to eventual National Champion UConn in the PKI title 
game and at lowa. Over the first 15 games of the year, 
the Cyclones knocked off No. 1 North Carolina, No. 12 
Baylor and No. 17 TCU. 


lowa State led the nation with six wins over AP Top 10 
schools. The Cyclones were one of two teams to have 
eight or more wins against AP Top 25 teams, as Texas 
(10) and lowa State (9) led the country. The nine AP Top 
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25 victories are tied for the most in school history in a 
season. 


One of the nation's best defensive teams, the Cyclones 
held all but one Big 12 opponent below its season 
scoring average. Giving up just 62.6 points per game, 
lowa State led the Big 12 and ranked 19th nationally 
in scoring defense. That total included holding No. 8 
Kansas to 53 points, the lowest conference total in the 
Bill Self era for the Jayhawks. lowa State also ranked 19th 
nationally in steals per game (8.8) and 12th in turnovers 
forced per game at 16.55. 


Four Cyclones were honored by the Big 12 coaches. 
Gabe Kalscheur earned All-Big 12 Second Team honors 
and was also named to the Big 12 All-Defensive Team. 
Jaren Holmes was named All-Big 12 Honorable Mention, 
while also earning a spot on the Big 12 All-Newcomer 
Team. Osun Osunniyi also earned All-Big 12 Honorable 
Mention honors. Tamin Lipsey picked up a spot on the 
Big 12 All-Freshman Team. 


Inheriting a program that went just 2-22 the season 
before, Otzelberger led a Cyclone team unanimously 
picked to finish last in the Big 12 Conference to a 22-13 
record and the Sweet 16 of the 2022 NCAA Tournament. 


Otzelberger and his staff pieced together a formidable 
roster that featured only three returning scholarship 
players from the season before, but through belief and 
playing for each other, jumped out to a 12-0 start, the 
second-best in program history, and climbed to No. 8 in 
the Associated Press Top 25. 


In the NCAA Tournament, the Cyclones pulled off a pair 
of upsets as an 11-seed, defeating 6-seed LSU before 
shocking 3-seed Wisconsin in Otzelberger’s hometown 
of Milwaukee in front of a partisan crowd to reach ISU's 
sixth Sweet 16 in school history. lowa State became the 
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first team to go from two wins the season before to the 
Sweet 16 the next season and Otzelberger is just the 
third coach in tournament history to lead his team to 
the second weekend in the first season after taking over 
for a team with a losing record. 


The Cyclones ended up finishing plus-20 in the win 
category, which broke the previous record and is tied for 
the third-best turnaround in Division | college basketball 
history. 


lowa State was one of the nation’s finest defensive 
teams, finishing fifth nationally in defensive efficiency, 
11th in 3-point percentage defense and among the top- 
25 in turnovers forced, turnover percentage, steals per 
game and scoring defense. 


The Cyclones beat five AP Top 25 opponents during the 
season, the most by an lowa State first-year head coach 
in school history and Otzelberger was a finalist for the 
Jim Phelan National Coach of the Year Award. 


The Cyclones won the Upsie NIT Season Tip Off at the 
Barclays Center in Brooklyn, defeating nationally-ranked 
Xavier and Memphis en route to the title. 


Individually, Otzelberger mentored the Big 12 
Newcomer of the Year Izaiah Brockington and Freshman 
of the Year Tyrese Hunter in his first season back in Ames. 


Otzelberger won his 100th career game in his first game 
at lowa State and has forged a seven-year collegiate 
record of 140-90. His teams have been extremely 
competitive in conference play with a 60% winning rate 
and three championship or runner-up finishes. 


This is Otzelberger's third stint in Ames, but his first 
as head coach. Previously, he was lead recruiter and 
bench coach for Greg McDermott, Fred Hoiberg and 
Steve Prohm. The last three Cyclone teams Otzelberger 
worked with as an assistant coach registered a 69- 
35 (.663) overall record with NCAA Tournament 
appearances every season. 


Otzelberger left a flourishing ISU program in 2016 to 
begin building his own head coaching resume. He spent 
three successful years in charge at South Dakota State 
where his teams amassed 70 victories, won two regular 
season and conference tournament championships 
and earned three postseason appearances. At UNLV he 
was re-energizing the Runnin’ Rebels’ program, college 
basketball's fifth-winningest program, but had not been 
to the NCAA Tournament since 2013. 


At UNLV, Otzelberger was in the midst of restoring one 
of college basketball's glamour programs. In his two 
seasons, the gains were being realized on the court, in 
recruiting circles and in the classroom. 


In his first season (2019-20) in Las Vegas, the Runnin’ 
Rebels tied for second in the Mountain West Conference, 
won 12 league games (Rollie Massimino, in 1993, was 
the last UNLV coach to win more conference games), 
signed the No. 1-ranked recruiting class in the MWC and 
excelled in the classroom. 


UNLV won its final five regular-season games his first 
year as Otzelberger's game plan started to take hold. 
The Runnin’ Rebels sent shockwaves through college 
basketball with an upset of undefeated and No. 4-ranked 
San Diego State, the school's best road win in 30 years. 


The 2020-21 roster included 10 players (seven 
freshmen), who had never played a game for UNLV. A 


33-day break due to COVID-19 and losing its captain and 
starting point guard in January were other challenges 
that Otzelberger navigated. With the youthful roster, a 
month-long break from practice and competition and 
a season-ending injury to a team leader, UNLV endured 
four one-possession defeats to finish in the middle of 
the MWC. 


At South Dakota State (2017-19), Otzelberger built 
reputations for winning and high-level offense. The 
Jackrabbits were 70-33 overall, won two Summit League 
regular-season titles, made the NCAA Tournament 
twice and the NIT once. SDSU finished seventh and fifth 
nationally in scoring offense his final two years. 


In his rookie season as a head coach (2017), SDSU 
became the first team in league history to win three 
conference tourney games in three days to earn a bid to 
the NCAA Tournament. 


The 2018 Jackrabbits set a school record with 28 
wins, won both the conference regular-season and 
tournament titles and earned a No. 12 seed in NCAA 
West Region. They were the highest scoring team in 
school history and were among the NCAA leaders in 
points, 3-pointers, fewest turnovers, free throws and 
winning percentage. He was honored as the Summit 
League Coach of the Year. 


Otzelberger’s final South Dakota State team won 24 
games, captured the Summit League title again, ranked 
among the nation’s Top 10 in five offensive categories 
and earned a bid to the National Invitation Tournament. 


His star player was three-time Summit League Player 
of the Year Mike Daum. The sweet-shooting big man 
was an Honorable Mention All-American, became the 
Summit League's career scoring leader and the 10th 
player in major college basketball history with more 
than 3,000 career points. 
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Prior to joining the head coach ranks, Otzelberger 
served two stints over eight years as an assistant or 
associate coach with the Cyclones. He started as an 
aid to McDermott and was credited with recruiting a 
number of stars — Craig Brackins, Diante Garrett, Mike 
Taylor, Scott Christopherson and Melvin Ejim - to the 
program. 


Otzelberger was a holdover on the staff when Hoiberg 
replaced McDermott on the sidelines. His duties 
expanded — as he was promoted to Associate Coach — 
under Hoiberg. Otzelberger was in charge of scouting 
reports and game plans in 2012 and 2013 when ISU won 
23 games each season and made the NCAA Tournament. 


Otzelberger’s eye for talent continued under Hoiberg. 
lowa State signed and developed a number of eventual 
professional players - Wesley Johnson, Justin Hamilton, 
Royce White, Chris Allen, Will Clyburn, Tyrus McGee, 
Georges Niang, Monte Morris, Abdel Nader, Matt 
Thomas, Naz Mitrou-Long and Deonte Burton while he 
was on staff. 


The final two seasons with the Hoiberg-Otzelberger 
tandem in place were among the most-entertaining 
in school history. lowa State ranked in the top five 
nationally for scoring and 3-point baskets while winning 
consistently in Hilton Coliseum, where the Cyclones 
registered a 22-game homecourt win streak. 


Otzelberger was on Lorenzo Romar's staff at Washington 
for two years (2014-15). The Huskies climbed as high as 
No. 11 in the national polls in 2014, and Otzelberger was 
credited with helping sign a Top 10 recruiting class in 
2015. 


When Prohm was named head coach in 2015-16, 
Otzelberger returned for one year with the Cyclones and 
that team won 23 games and advanced to the NCAA's 
Sweet 16. ISU defeated four ranked schools, including 
No. 1 Oklahoma, in Hilton Coliseum. 


In the community, Otzelberger was very involved 
with the Boys and Girls Club of Ames and he assisted 
in bringing the National Association of Basketball 
Coaches “Stay in to Win” program to central lowa. At 
the 2017 NCAA Final Four, he received a prestigious 
NABC Guardians of the Game Award for his work with 
that program focusing on student success and dropout 
prevention. 


Prior to lowa State, Otzelberger was an assistant coach 
at Chipola (Fla.) Junior College, when the team was 33-4 
and placed fourth in the NJCAA Tournament. He also 
spent three seasons at Catholic Central High School 
in Burlington, Wisconsin, where he was a coach and 
athletics director for parts of his tenure. 


The 46-year-old native of Milwaukee was a two-year 
captain at UW-Whitewater, where he earned his business 
administration degree in 2001. He added a Masters’ of 
Science degree in Curriculum and Instruction from UW- 
Whitewater in 2004. 


Otzelberger is married to Alison Lacey, a three-time All- 
Big 12 player for the ISU women’s basketball program. 
Lacey scored 1,620 points while leading the Cyclones to 
four NCAA Tournaments, including an Elite Eight (2009) 
and Sweet 16 (2010). She played professionally in the 
WNBA for the Seattle Storm, including its championship 
season of 2010. Lacey was inducted into the lowa State 
Athletics Hall of Fame in 2022. The couple has three 
children: Jayce, Olivia and Stella.

Schmidt worked closely with a number of Cyclones that reached 
their NBA dreams. Georges Niang, Abdel Nader and Monte 
Morris were each selected in the NBA Draft, while Deonte Burton, 
Nazareth Mitrou-Long and Matt Thomas also reached the game's 
top professional league. 


In 2014-15, Schmidt's first season in Ames, the Cyclones finished 
25-9 overall and advanced to the NCAA Tournament, won the 
Phillips 66 Big 12 Championship title and beat nine nationally- 
ranked opponents. The Cyclones had three All-Big 12 performers, 
including All-American Niang. Jameel McKay was named the Big 12 
Defensive Player of the Year, the only player to earn that distinction 
in school history. 


The 2015-16 Cyclones advanced to the Sweet 16 of the NCAA 
Tournament, finishing 23-12 overall and earning wins against top- 


ranked Oklahoma and Top five foe Kansas. Niang was a consensus 
All-American and won the Karl Malone Award, given annually to the 
nation’s top power forward. 


In his third season, Schmidt and the Cyclones went 24-11 overall 
and finished in a tie for second place at 12-6. The Cyclones earned 
their sixth consecutive NCAA Tournament bid and won the school's 
second Big 12 Tournament title in Schmidt's first three years at 
lowa State. 


lowa State players continued to receive personal accolades as well 
during the 2016-17 season. Four Cyclones earned all-conference 
recognition and Morris was named an All-American. 


The Cyclones defeated twoTop 10 foes during the season, including 
a win over No. 3 Kansas that snapped the Jayhawks’ 51-game win 
streak at Allen Fieldhouse. 


After leaving lowa State, Schmidt was an assistant coach at Indian 
Hills Community College for two seasons, before spending the 
summer of 2019 in Las Vegas training former Cyclone greats Niang, 
Mitrou-Long and Will Clyburn. 


Schmidt then spent the 2019-20 season as video coordinator for the 
Wisconsin Herd of the NBA G-League. He followed that with a stint 
on Otzelberger's staff at UNLV and served as the director of player 
development last season. 


The Ypsilanti, Michigan, native served as a volunteer assistant coach 
at Romulus High School in Romulus, Michigan, from 2011-14 under 
current Alabama head coach Nate Oats. Romulus won the 2013 
Class A title. He has also spent time as an assistant coach with the 
All Michigan Basketball Club AAU program. 


Schmidt graduated from Denison University in Granville, Ohio, where 
he earned a degree in economics in 2014. He was a member of the 
Big Red basketball team in 2010-11. He earned his master's degree 
from lowa State in educational leadership and policies in 2016.

Micah Byars is in his 13th season on the lowa State men’s basketball staff. lowa State has 
enjoyed unprecedented success during Byars’ tenure. The Cyclones have qualified for nine 
NCAA Tournaments, achieved a 237-163 overall record and placed in the top four in the Big 
12 Conference standings in five seasons. lowa State has also won four Big 12 Tournament 
titles during his time at the school. 


Seven times a Cyclone student-athlete has earned All-America honors since Byars’ initial 
season at ISU (2011-12). Most recently, Marial Shayok earned All-America status in 2018-19. 
He joins Monté Morris and Georges Niang, who was the first two-time All-American in school 
history, among others. Niang also took home the prestigious Karl Malone Award in 2016. 


In total, ISU players have been recognized by the Big 12 a total of 40 times in the last 12 
seasons. An lowa State player has won Big 12 Newcomer of the Year honors five times and 
player of the year and freshman of the year once each. 


The 2022-23 Cyclones finished 19-14 on the year and 9-9 in the Big 12. lowa State advanced 
to the NCAA Tournament and the Big 12 Championship Semifinals, while also playing in 
the championship game of the Phil Knight Invitational in November. lowa State opened 
the year with a 13-2 record, with the only losses coming to eventual National Champion 
UConn in the PKI Championship and at lowa. Over the first 15 games of the year, the Cyclones 
knocked off No. 1 North Carolina, No. 12 Baylor and No. 17 TCU. 


lowa State led the nation with six wins over APTop 10 schools. The Cyclones were one of two 
teams to have eight or more wins against AP Top 25 teams, as Texas (10) and lowa State (9) led 
the country. The nine AP Top 25 victories are tied for the most in school history ina season. 


The 2021-22 Cyclone squad finished 22-13 to complete one of the greatest turnarounds in 
college basketball history, improving by 20 wins from the previous season, the third-best 
improvement in the Division | men's basketball annals. The team, which was unanimously 
picked to finish last in the Big 12 Conference, went on to reach the NCAA Tournament and 
advanced to the Sweet 16 for the third time in Byars' tenure. 


ISU's Izaiah Brockington was Big 12 Newcomer of the Year and earned a spot on the All-Big 
12 First Team, while Tyrese Hunter was Big 12 Freshman of the Year. 


Tyrese Haliburton (second team) and Rasir Bolton (honorable mention) earned all- 
conference honors in 2019-20. Haliburton was also named a finalist for the Bob Cousy 
Award prior to suffering a season-ending injury in early February. 


Bolton took home third-team accolades in 2020-21, while Jalen Coleman-Lands was an 
honorable mention selection. 


In 2018-19, lowa State went 23-12 overall and won the Big 12 Tournament by sweeping 
Baylor, Kansas State and Kansas. The Cyclones had four players earn All-Big 12 accolades 
from the league, led by Shayok on the first team. Shayok was also Big 12 Tournament Most 
Outstanding Player anda finalist for the Julius Erving Award. ISU defeated six ranked teams 
during the season, which included two of the largest margins of victory against a ranked 
school on the road when it beat Ole Miss and Kansas State by 14 points each. 


In the classroom, Michael Jacobson was named an Academic All-American and he also 
took home Big 12 Scholar-Athlete of the Year honors. 


The 2017-18 lowa State team earned three wins against Top 25 foes. SU's 18-point win 
against No. 8 Texas Tech was its largest-ever against a Top 10 team prior to beating No.9 
Memphis by 19 points in 2021-22. 


The Cyclones continued their impressive run in 2016-17, finishing 24-11 overall and winning 
the Big 12 Tournament title for the third time in four seasons. 


In 2015-16, lowa State went 23-12 overall and advanced to the Sweet 16 of the NCAA 
Tournament for just the fifth time in school history and the second time in Byars’ time at 
the school. ISU won the Emerald Coast Classic.

The Cyclones won the Big 12 Championship title for the second consecutive season and 
finished 25-9 overall in 2014-15. lowa State went 12-6 in conference action, finishing in a 
tie for second in the league. 


The 2013-14 season was one of the best in lowa State history. The Cyclones finished 
28-8, advanced to the Sweet 16 and won championships at the Big 12 Tournament and 
Diamond Head Classic. 


The season produced a pair of All-Americans in Melvin Ejim and DeAndre Kane. Ejim 
was also named the Big 12 Player of the Year and a Capital One Academic All-American. 


In 2012-13, lowa State advanced to the second round of the NCAA Tournament for the 
second consecutive year, reeled off a 22-game homecourt winning streak, tying for the 
second-best string in school history, and led the nation in 3-pointers per game at 9.9. 
ISU averaged 79.4 points per game, ranking third nationally and leading all “power-six” 
conference schools in scoring. 


In Byars'first season (201 1-12), lowa State qualified for its first NCAA Tournament berth since 
2005, recorded 23 wins and tied for third in the Big 12 Conference with a 12-6 mark. The 
Cyclones appeared in the Associated Press Top 25 for the first time since 2005 and defeated 
two top 10 teams during ISU's outstanding 2011-12 season. 


Byars was responsible for monitoring the academic progress of the Cyclone basketball 
team as Director of Player Development. lowa State posted a pair of the best semester 
cumulative GPAs in school history and had a Big 12-best four members on the Academic 
All-Big 12 squad, including three first-teamers, in 2011-12 thanks to Byars’ mentoring. 


Byars was a valuable member of the UCF staff for six seasons prior to his arrival at lowa 
State, as several Knight players earned national recognition in his tenure. In 2009, Jermaine 
Taylor was the C-USA Player of the Year and was an Associated Press Honorable Mention 
All-America pick before getting selected No. 32 in the 2009 NBA Draft. 


The Knights advanced to the 2011 CBI semifinals, as Marcus Jordan and Keith Clanton 
earned All-C-USA honors. 


A native of Gainesville, Florida, Byars was an assistant coach at Chipola College from 
2003-05. The Indians won a school-record 34 games in 2005 while finishing fourth in the 
NJCAA national tournament. 


Byars also worked at New Orleans (2001-03) and Santa Fe Community College (1999-2001) 
under Monte Towe prior to his time at Chipola. Santa Fe claimed back-to-back Mid-Florida 
Conference Championship titles. 


Ineach ofhis five assistant coaching stops, Byars has been a part of staffs who have garnered 
either a conference player of the year or coach of the year award. 


Byars attended Florida and spent two years (1994-95) as a member of the Gators’ football 
team at defensive back. He earned his bachelor's degree in criminal justice from West 
Florida in 2006.

ALL-CENTURY TEAM 


The lowa State Athletics Department celebrated 100 years of men’s basketball during the 2007-08 season. Among 
the highlights of the year-long tribute was the announcement of the program's All-Century Team. 

A total of 15 former Cyclone greats made the All-Century Team. Eight Cyclone All-Americans were guaranteed slots 
and fans were given the opportunity to vote for seven additional honorees during a season-long vote at cyclones.com. 

lowa State honored its All-Century Team throughout the entire 2007-08 season, culminating with a special 
letterwinners reunion and a celebration at halftime of the lowa State-Nebraska game on Feb. 16, 2008. 


Zaid Abdul-Aziz”Don Smith” (1966-68) 

Abdul-Aziz, who played at lowa State as Don Smith, was one 
of the greatest players in Big Eight history. An AP All-American 
center in 1968, Abdul-Aziz was ISU’s first three-time first-team 
all-conference player (1966, 1967, 1968). Abdul-Aziz led the 
Big Eight in scoring twice (1967- 24.8 ppg, 1968- 24.2 ppg) 
and led the league in rebounding three times (1966- 13.0 rpg, 
1967- 13.4 rpg, 1968- 14.6 rpg). He was named Big Eight Player 
of the Year in 1968. 


Victor Alexander (1988-91) 

Alexander's soft touch made him one of the best low-block 
scorers in lowa State history. The burly center (6-9, 265 pounds) 
was honored as a first-team All-Big Eight choice in 1989 and 
1991 and his 1,892 career points rank fifth all-time in school 
history. Alexander is the most accurate shooter in the history 
of the program, connecting on 61.1 percent of his career shots 
from the field. He led the Big Eight in field goal percentage in 
1991 at 65.9 percent. 


Kelvin Cato (1996-97) 

Cato is the greatest shot-blocker in lowa State history and his 
paint presence helped the Cyclones to unprecedented success 
in his two seasons. The center led the conference in blocked 
shots in 1996 (Big Eight, 2.6 bpg) and 1997 (Big 12, 4.2 bpg) 
en route to the second-most blocks in school history with 189. 
He still owns ISU’s single-game (11) and single-season (118) 
rejection marks. Cato led ISU to a pair of NCAA Tournaments 
(1996, 1997) and the 1996 Big Eight Tournament title. 


Marcus Fizer (1998-2000) 

Fizer is arguably the most dominant big man in the history of 
ISU basketball. He led ISU to a school-record 32 wins and its 
first league title in 54 years as a junior (1999-2000). Fizer was 
a consensus first-team All-American, Big 12 Player of the Year 
and runner-up AP National Player of the Year in 2000, as the 
Cyclones advanced to the Elite Eight of the NCAA Tournament. 
ISU's sixth all-time leading scorer (1,830 points), Fizer broke the 
single-season scoring mark in 2000 (844 points). 


Jack Flemming (1935-37) 

Flemming, a high-scoring forward, was lowa State's second 
All-American, earning national honors from Converse in 
1937. Flemming averaged 7.4 ppg on ISU’s first conference 
championship team in 1935, as the Cyclones went 8-2 against 
league competition to claim the Big Six crown. Flemming 
capped off his career by earning first-team All-Big Six kudos as 
well as All-America honors in 1937. 


Jeff Grayer (1985-88) 

Grayer is the most prolific scorer in school history, amassing a 
school-record 2,502 points in his four-year career. The forward 
wasa three-time first-team All-Big Eight pick (1986, 1987, 1988), 
as ISU made three NCAA appearances in his tenure. Grayer 
earned AP All-America honors and led the Big Eight in scoring 
(25.3 ppg) in 1988. He was named to the Big Eight’s All-Decade 
team in the 1980s and became the first Cyclone hoopster 
to represent the United States on an Olympic team in 1988. 


Fred Hoiberg (1992-95) 

Hoiberg’s outstanding basketball ability and popularity in his 
hometown of Ames earned him the nickname “The Mayor” in 
his four years with the Cyclones. The guard was a third-team 
Basketball Times All-American, a first-team All-Big Eight choice 
and a first-team CoSIDA Academic All-American in 1995. ISU's 
fourth all-time leading scorer with 1,993 points, Hoiberg ranks 
in ISU's career Top 10 in five different categories. 


Jeff Hornacek (1983-86) 

Hornacek’s rags to riches story is the stuff legends are made 
of. A sparsely recruited player out of high school, Hornacek 
walked-on at lowa State and went on to become the Big Eight's 
all-time leader in assists (665). The heady point guard left ISU 
as its career leader in assists (665) and steals (211), which now

rank second. His 1,313 points rank 20th all-time. A first-team 
All-Big Eight selection in 1986, Hornacek went on to become 
an NBA All-Star, playing 14 NBA seasons and scoring more 
points in the NBA than any other collegiate player from the 
state of lowa (15,659). 


Hercle Ivy (1973-76) 

Ivy was a high-scoring guard for the Cyclones in the mid-1970s, 
ending his career in 1976 as ISU’s all-time leading scorer (1,752 
points). lvy was named first-team All-Big Eight and led the 
league in scoring in 1975. His 28.3 ppg scoring average that 
season ranked fifth nationally and is still the best single-season 
scoring clip in school history. 


Barry Stevens (1982-85) 

Stevens’ uncanny long-range shooting and outstanding athletic 
ability was a perfect fit in Johnny Orr's up-tempo style that 
helped resurrect the ISU program in the 1980s. The smooth- 
shooting forward ended his career as ISU’s all-time leading 
scorer - he now ranks third - with 2,190 points. A two-time first- 
team All-Big Eight selection (1984, 1985), Stevens averaged 21.7 
Ppg asa senior in 1985 to pace ISU to its first NCAA appearance 
since 1944. He has the school’s third-best single game scoring 
mark with 47 points. 


Jake Sullivan (2001-04) 

Sullivan is the most prolific long-range bomber in the history 
of Cyclone basketball. The dead-eye guard ended his career 
as ISU’s all-time leader in 3-pointers made with 270 and is the 
Cyclones’ eighth all-time leading scorer (1,810). He owns ISU’s 
and the Big 12's career (89.6 percent) and single-season (93.3 
percent) free throw percentage marks. His 89.6 career free throw 
percentage is the 14th-best clip in NCAA history. He was a third- 
team CoSIDA Academic All-American in 2003. 


Gary Thompson (1955-57) 

Thompson helped put lowa State on the basketball map in the 
1950s, earning first-team AP All-America honors and Big Seven 
Player of the Year accolades in 1957. The “Roland Rocket” was 
ISU's first 1,000-point scorer, accumulating 1,253 points to rank 
23rd all-time in school history. The guard led ISU to the 1955 
Big Seven Holiday Tournament title and paced ISU to its first 
win against a top-ranked opponent, knocking off No. 1 Kansas, 
39-37, on Jan. 14, 1957. 


Jamaal Tinsley (2000-01) 

Tinsley's incredible ballhandling skills and outstanding floor 
leadership propelled the Cyclones during their most productive 
period in school history. ISU won back-to-back Big 12 titles 
(2000, 2001) and never lost a game in Hilton Coliseum in his 
two seasons as point guard, going 34-0 at home. Tinsley earned 
AP All-America honors and was named Big 12 Player of the 
Year in 2001. He still owns ISU's single-season assists (244) and 
steals (98) marks. 


Waldo Wegner (1933-35) 

Wegner was ISU’s first All-American and a dominating force in 
the middle, leading ISU in scoring for three consecutive seasons 
(1933, 1934, 1935). The center was a two-time first-team All-Big 
Six selection, earning Converse All-America honors in 1935. 
Wegner led ISU to its first-ever conference title, playing every 
minute of every game while averaging 10.6 ppg in the 1935 
championship season. The Cyclones finished 13-3 overall and 
8-2 in league play in 1935. 


Dedric Willoughby (1996-97) 

Willoughby’'s leadership and pinpoint accuracy from long 
distance paced the Cyclones to consecutive NCAA appearances 
in 1996 and 1997. A two-time first-team All-Big Eight choice, 
Willoughby was named MVP of the 1996 Big Eight Tournament 
after leading ISU to its first-ever postseason conference 
tournament crown. Willoughby owns ISU’s school mark in 
3-pointers made in a season (102) and ranks fifth in career 
3-pointers with 190.

The first home of lowa State basketball was Margaret Hall 
Gym, which was built in 1894-95. A women’s dormitory 
accommodating about 100 women, it was located about where 
LeBaron Hall now stands. The only gym in town, ISU played its 
first home game on Feb. 20, 1908, against Kansas. The first home 
win came nine days later against Drake (36-16). It was also the 
first win in program history. ISU’s last game at Margaret Hall was 
a 32-27 win against Drake on Feb. 27, 1912.

The Armory opened for the fall semester of 1921 originally as 
a center for military training. It was gutted by fire on Dec. 16, 
1922. The Armory was rebuilt and opened again in the spring 
of 1924. In the summer of 1946 a decision was made to move 
men’s basketball contests from State Gym to the Armory to 
accommodate the flood of new students. Original capacity was 
6,000. ISU'’s “cagers” beat Grinnell, 56-28 on Dec. 2, 1946, in the 
first game played at the Armory. Colorado defeated ISU, 77-73, in 
the last game played at the facility on March 8, 1971.
